Washington, May 31.—The command to 


advance given yesterday has infused in- 
tenge activity into every branch of military 
and naval circles. This was shown today 
in the hurried but systematic prepara- 
iio'ns at various bureas at the war and the 
navy departments end in the keen air of 
expectancy everywhere prevailing, 


The authoritativo statement made yes- 


;erday by General Miles and others that 
orders for advance had been issued, left 
no further doubt on that point. Those in 
a position to know the general plans of 
attack stated that the navy and army 
would act togetner and that one branch 
of the service was not likely to strike a 
decisive blow until the other was ready to 
co-operate, thus make the blow doubly 
effective. 


While there continues to be entire offi- 


cial reticence as to the exact point of 
invasion, the consensus of opinion drawn 
from most intelligent sources, is that the 
eastern end of Cuba, constituting the 
province of Santiago with Santiago de 
Cuba as its capital, and Porto Rico will 
be the two objective points. 
For this 


reason the situation in Santiago province 
and Porto Rico was thoroughly can- 
vassed. 


This move is made necessary to secure 


Porto Rico before the Spanish govern- 
ment can offer to withdraw from Cuba, 
and so place as in an awkward position if 
we do not thus end the war, for the Presi- 
dent is decided that Spanish rale in the 
Western Hemisphere must cease. 


Jacksonville will undoubtedly be the

the front. This train-is to be in charge 
of a corps of medical officers and atten- 
dants. There will be accommodations 
for 400 men. The latter will be taken 
from Tampa or Miami, *1a., as the con- 
ditions warrant, for transportation to 
the nearest available hospital.

Capture of the Kcstormel. 


Key West, May 31.—Light is thrown on 


Admiral Cervera's plans by the log- of 
the British steamer Restormel, captured 
by Sigsbee's St. Paul while trying to 
make Santiago with c&al Tor the Spanish. 
She sailed for San Jaan, where tho 
Spaniards expected to coal. San Juan 
being deemed unsafe, Curacao was se- 
lected, but the collier failed to connect 
with the fleet there fend was ordered to 
Santiago. Owing- to-*--Jpik she *gid not 
reach Santiago in time; the Spaniards 
remained in port short of coal and so 
were caught. 


About 5 o'clock last Wednesday morn- 


Ing- the St. Paul, while scouting- off San- 
tiago harbor, sighted the Restormel 12 
miles away, apparently heading for the 
port. She was going in openly and hon- 
estly, and not skulking along the shore. 
The St. Paul took a course to cut her oft, 
and when within hailing distance, fired a 
blank shot. The pursued steamer paid 
no attention; but she hove too immedi- 
ately when" a solid shot was fired across 
iier bows". §he was leaking- badly and 
ber boilers wgre out of order. ^In fact, 
according to her captain's accojint, she 
lad been leaking for 26 days because of 
a sprung- plate, and the leakage was in- 
creasing. The capture was made less 
than four miles from Morro castle, but 
the forts were silent. The leak grew 
worse constantly, and all hands manned 
the three pumps night and day, crew, 
marines and officers, until this port was 
reached.

TH£ CAhb OF CATS. 


Klodi of Food That Should B« Given to 


Them—Treatment When Mok. 


"Cats are by no means as hardy as la 


suggested by the old adage that each oat 
has nine lives," remarked a veterinarian 
who makes a specialty of treating slok 
oats, "tint there ia no reaion why, with 
proper care, a pet cat should not live to a 
very green old age. Cats should be fed 
regularly and at least twles a day. Bread 
and milk or oatmeal porridge and milk, 
the milk having a little hot water and a 
trifle ef sugar added to it in chilly weath- 
er, should constitute their breakfast. 
Bread snd broth with a little oooked meat 
is quite sufficient for their dinner. A lit- 
tle freih fish may be given occasionally 
and now and then a morsel of uncooked 
liver and meat, care being taken to re- 
move all fat. Any vegetable for which 
the cat shows a fondness may bo given 
with discretion. 


"Remember te see that a cat always baa 


access to a plenty of fresL water and fresh 
grass, grass being a genuine panacea for 
all Us minor troubles. The diseases of 
oats include soro throat, bronchitis, pneu- 
monia and consumption, which aro espo- 
olally prevalent among them, as they are 
very susceptible to dampness. One of the 
first symptoms of illness is a rough and 
untidy coat. 
If this be accompanied by 


restlessness and languor, it is safe to ad- 
minister a dose of castor oil and provide 
tbe oat with a sheltered place until tho 
effect has worn off. 


"Where tho presence of any kind of 


poison is suspected prompt and energetlo 
action is necessary. A liberal dose of luke- 
warm water slightly salted goncrnlly baa 
a .good effect, but it is safest to givo at 
once sweet oil or melted lard. After such 
an experience a course of cod liver oil ia 
advised, with a generous cl'oi. A little 
powdered sulphur made into a paste v, ith 
lard or unsalted butter and smeared upon 
tho front pawa is an excellent thing to 
keep a oat in good condition, but caro 
should bo taken to keep it from all osbo- 
eure to dampness until the effects of the 
doso disappear. 


"Kover scold, frighten or shake a sick 


cat. It matters not how cross they nmy 
be at first, they soon come to understand 
tbe treatment is for their own comfort and 
will quietly submit after a short whiio. 
Care must be taken to guard against their 
bite, however, as tho bite of a cat is al- 
ways a sorlous thing. In giving medicine 
the sick animal should be rolled in a sheet, 
its paws at its side, the mouth pressed 
open and a bit of wood laid across the low- 
er jaw just behind the eystoeth."—New 
York Sun.

A Wild and Rocky Cnut Which Ha* For 


Coutnrlei Been the Fuvorlte Rt-sort For 
Buccaneers nod Filibuster* — Baraooa 
Immortalized by Columlmi. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


BAUACOA, Cuba, May 9.—This little 


port is quite out of the world, so much 
EO that we do not know at this mom cut 
whether Havana is bombarded or still 
resting in tranquillity. The last news 
we got was when tbo American fleet 
blockaded Havana, and we have reniaiu- 
cd ever since iu suspense and auxiety. 
This island has a coast line of probably 
1,800 miles, as it is 700 miles iu length 
from tip to tip, and has more fine har- 
bors than "hundred harbored Maine." 
Wo know well enough that tho most 
important aro mined and that after re- 
duoiug such fortifications as tbo Morro 
and Cabanas somebody has got to re- 
move the torpedoes which the Spaniards 
have sown broadcast in the harbor bed. 
The question will bo, Who is going to 
pull those Spanish chestnuts out of the 
fire? I would suggest that itougut to be 
somebody of the nationality of those 
who planted them and who had a band 
in blowing up the Maine! 


But as to cnr harbors. You will want 


to send provisions, arms and ammuni- 
tion to the insurgents soon, and perhaps 
also land gome troops to co-operate with 
the Cubans, and as Havana is planted 
as thickly with torpedoes as a cornfield 
with grain it may not be healthy to 
venture into that pest hole for some 
time after it has been actually captured. 
It will not be necessary to do so in or- 
der to land our forces in Cuba, as I will 
show. In the first place, there is a 
small harbor at the extreme western 
end of Cuba, near Cape Antonio, with 
a lighthouse 107 feet high above it, and 
a spring of water near, suitable for a 
fleet of filibusters. The interior country 
here forms part of that celebrated Pinar 
del ftio province, so long held and brave- 
ly defended by the lamented Maceo. 


There are numerous barbers all tho 


way from this point to Havana, bnt the 
best is that of Bahia Honda, 150 miles 
to the eastward, which is safe, deep and 
easily entered. 


Havana harbor is the finest on this 


coast and one of the best in the world, 
capable of accommodating over 200 sail. 
It is also the fllihiest in the world per- 
haps and the breeding place for the 
germs of yellow fever, which are car- 
ried thence to ports of the United States. 
This will be changed after the Amer- 
icans get possession, I believe, if they 
can have time, for the harbor of St. 
Thomas \vrts once in the same unsanita- 
ry condition and was cleansed in a sin- 
gle season by simply digging a canal 
that drained the waters away and scour- 
ed the harbor bed. However, letters 
enough have been written on this place, 
and I will proceed. 


The port of Alatanzas is the nest of 


importance going easterly, 44 miles dis- 
tant, and this, too, is identified by its 
table topped hill called the "Pan," or 
"Loaf," of Matanzas. Thirty miles east- 
erly is Cardenas, several miles inland, 
and about 100 miles farther east is Sagua 
la Grande, up the river of the same 
name. Like Cardenas, Sagua is open 
only to light draft vessels and needs a 
good piloHo be reached. 


Stretching all of 600 miles easterly 


from Sagna is a coast so wild that it

Some of 
these are: Vita, Junirn, Earlay, Na- 
ranjo, guma, Banes and Kipo — the last 
being big enough to float a navy. The 
coast is olean here and behind the reefs 
lie such magnificent harbors as Navas. 


At last, about 28 miles from the east- 


ern tip of Cuba, we come to the fine 
harbor of Bnrnooa, discovered by Co- 


i lumbns in 1492, ami above Which rises 


the curious mesa, or table mountain, 
called tbe Ynuqne, which is visible 
gome 40 miles at sea, and has been a 
landmark for centuries. This harbor is 
email, but deep and sheltered, the out- 
let of a vast and fertile region, and, 
What ia more, one of the ports •whence 
communication can ba opened np with 
the insurgents. There is no prettier port 
anywhere, 10 far as my observation 
goes, and it u a healthy one, yellow

Memorial day carried a double slsrnifi- 


this year. It was evident in every 
phase of the observance in tbis city Mon- 
day that there was a new meaning in the 
day which heretofore has been devoted 
to tbe heroes of a civil war. This new 
memorial tribute which henceforth the 
nation is to pay the younger heroes of a 
new war, a war made possible by the 
earlier struggle for national unity, was 
emphasized when flowers were placed on 
soldiers' moands for the dead of the 
Maine and of tbe Winslow. It was a 
beautiful tribute which marked for this 
oily, foremost among the cities of the 
country to do so, the beginning of a new 
meaning in Memorial day. 


Bat the doable significance I* not doa- 


ble in its truest sense. As Sir. Hall em- 
phasized in his oration, the present war 
was made possible only by the earlier 
one. The veterans of '61 fought for free- 
dom of the colored slave which fore- 
shadowed the freedom of the oppressed 
in Cnba. The unity for whioh they fought 
made possible the present certain vic- 
tory. And the boys of the present gen- 
eration are fighting not merely for the 
freedom of Cuba, bat for tbe ultimate 
freedom of all who are oppressed. Me- 
morial day is no longer in memory of tbe 
heroes of a single war. It is in honor to 
those who fell and shall fall for the cause 
of universal freedom. 


THB BUSINESS SITUATION. 


The nation faces war with a reviving; 


volume of business, says Dan's Review 
for tbe past week. The West is doinc its 
part and more, but at the East also the 
volume ot business is now expanding. 
Without abatement 
in any important 


line, the great outgo of wheat and corn 
continues to stimulate business at tbe 
West, and railroad earnings show a large 
inoreiis over last year.

THE NAVY DESERTER 


JACK'S TRICKY METHOD OF GETTING 


"OVER THE SIDE." 


Be !• Hot Hunted by the Naval Antbort- 


tlei After Ha Mak«* Good HU Escape 
Deiertlons From tho Army and Bow 
They Are Managed. 


When a bluejacket or marine has da 


tided to desert, be says very little about It, 
even to bis intimate friends among hli 
shipmates, but for some mysterious reason 
that has never been satisfactorily explained 
and probably never will bo the word 
nearly always paused around among tbe 
men forward taut So-and-so Is about to go 
"over tbe side." Occasionally tbe same 
news will get aft to tbe wardroom, but offl 
oers have discovered the futility of bother 
Ing their heads about Intending desejiors. 
Tbe intending deserter always waits uuti 
bo attains the first class on the conduct 
class list of bis ship, which permits him to 
draw all tbe money duo him except 
month's pay, that is always carried on the 
paymaster's books for all bands. 


Meantime he makes his preparations 


for tbo jump. He usually goes in ligbi 
marching order. 
Such articles of his ki' 


as mustering snlts, pea coats, etc., tba 
are of any value he sells for almost noth 
ing to bis shipmates or gives away. Tbe 
things he can use, as, for example, under 
•wear, ho does up in a small package, to 
Bother witb what few family photographs, 
letters and trinkets be may possess anc 
wish to keep and gives the bundle to the 
bumboat man, who stocks a dingy with 
tobacco, soap, brushes and such small ar 
tides and sells them at exorbitant prices 
to men forward on warships. 


The bumboat man is always on the elde 


of tbe man who purposes jumping ship, 
and he takes good care of tbe intending 
deserter's bundle until tbe man claims ii 
ashore. Tbe bumboat man also under- 
takes to look around ashore for a cheap 
outfit of clothes, shoes and hat for the mar 
who ia about to leave the navy withoul 
waiting for bis discharge. He makes 
small commission on the outfit. "Month- 
ly money" day comes around, and the in- 
tending deserter draws all tbe money he 
has earned except the month's pay re- 
tained. 


Then comes the day upon which he is 


entitled to go ashore. He goes and sim- 
ply forgets to come back. The officer ol 
his division reports him absent without 
leave for ten days, And every time be does 
so there Is a general grin along the lin 
of men forward assembled at quarters, 
and then he is marked on tbe ship's log 
as a deserter. If the deserter ever glvei 
himself up, he may have to serve from one 
to three years at tbe naval prison at Mare 
Island or at Boston, but he is not hunted. 


A soldier in the army goes about the 


business of desertion with great care, com- 
plaisance and circumspection. A soldier 
does not often have much money when be 
mokes his escape, for his pay is small, and 
the money consuming canteen is naVor far 
from the quarters. As often as; not he 
will leave all of the truck in his chest be- 
hind, for there is nobody answering to the 
character of tbe bumboat man to help him 
in getting away. He will always wait for 
pay day, so as to have a few dollars for 
Immediate expenses. Then he quietly 
walks to tbe railroad station and puts as 
many miles between himself and the post 
bo has qnit as bla money will carry him. 
By tbe time he has reached the station his 
bunktes have swooped down upon his 
chert and looted it of everything of value, 
for tbe deserter has told them of his inten- 
tion to go and has left explicit directions 
aa to tba distribution of bis gear. He does 
not brad ifc around before going, because 
by doing so he might excite tbo suspicion 
ol the first sergeant, who generally has a 
bean eye in such matters. When tbe first 
cscgeanfc does begin to grow suspicions 
and looks through tbe chftst of the absent 
man, be finds probab!? sn old worn out 
pair of trousers and a battered campaign 
hat. 


"Whore is tbis man's gear?" he asks all 


hands lying around In their bunks in tbe 
quarters. Nobody knows. 


"Guess he took it with him," they reply 


and turn over. That is all tbe satisfaction 
a first sergeant ever geta in such oases. 


Not many years ago a reorait at Davids 


Island (now Fort Sloonm), N. TT., re- 
ceived word that bis mother was dying in 
a little town in New Jersey. He showed 
the captain of his company the letter and 
asked for leave of absence Jottg enough to 
go to his mother's bedside. The captain, 
who feared that the telegram was bogus, 
declined to let the recruit go. The recruit 
appealed to the commanding officer, who 
lefased to let him go 09 the same ground. 
So in tbe middle of winter the recruit 
swam tbe heavy tide that runs between 
Davids Island and New Roohelle and 
made his way to tbe bedside of his mother 
in time to close her eyes. She bad hardly 
died before a squad of soldiers from Davids 
Island oaipe to the house after the deserter. 
Tbe recruit emptied two charges of buok- 
shot into tbe squad, fortunately killing 
none of them, but he was taken. The 
young man's punishment was light. 


Until about six years ago tbe military 


authorities paid $60 for toe apprehension 
of a deserter. As a result of this system 
(here arose in tbo immediate vicinity of 
large military posts a class of men known 
in tbe army vernacular as "hounds," 
clothed With tho rights of special officers, 
who made a business of apprehending army 
deserters for the $60 reward. These men 
very rarely failed to gather in their prey, 
even if th»y very often succeeded In doing 
so only at tho price of broken heads or 
worse injuries. They gained not only tbe 
hatred of the enlilted men, but of the offi- 
cers RS well, for upon every deserter 
trough* In a general court martial had to 
be held, and the men with the shoulder 
straps, who are almost a unit In despising 
teneral court martial duty, found that 
;boy were corrtpolled to be almost con- 
stantly arrayed in thair full drew clothes 
as members of eemrts and were loaded 
down with work besides. It was with 
these considerations in mind that tbe war 
dspa?*tnent reduced the blood money for 
;he capture of deserters to (10, the present 
figure.— Washington Star.

in Havana and Vera Cruz, Mexico— 
both of which are reeking pestilence 
spots in snmmer—in the month of Sep- 
tember, which is regarded as the -worst 
in the year, bnt because I and others 
have escaped taking yellow fever during 
a few days' residence it does not follow 
that they are safe places to visit.

This Country. 


Knowing what you expect to see here it 


Is only natural for you to enter the ceme- 
tery with some little nervousness and 
trepidation, but you are reassured when 
you do enter the big gate, for there is 
nothing uncanny or "triste" yet to ba 
seen. 
On the contrary, this Mexican 


"God's acre" is all tranquil and bright 
and beautiful, and you do not think even 
of the square black lettered spaces that 
are honeycombed, one above the other, alj 
tho way around the great wall of the pan* 
theon. These square spaces, five rows of 
them, contain a vault each, and that id 
where the interment is made. 


It is an enormous place, this cemetery, 


and well that it is so, for during the great 
typhus epidemic in 1893 it received, so 
people say, about a third of the then popu- 
lation of Guanajuato. For a time the city 
council kept some sort of tally on tha 


| deaths, but as later on the council itself 
j and most of the physicians succumbed io 


the fatal disease no count was kept, and 
interment was made in a great trench dug 
in the center of the pantheon, one coffin, 
with a spring in the bottom, serving for 
all, when the ceremony of a coffin waa 
used at all. 


However, waiving the matter of epidem.-* 


ics, in Guanajuato when a person dies 
the family at once arrange to rent one ot 
the boxlike spaces in this pantheon, rent $1 
per month, payable in advance. Then the 
"deader" (as Sentimental Tommy has 
it) is put away in one of the vaults—not 
to wait the last trump, but to await the 
next pantheon pay day. When the day- 
comes, if the family can't raise the $18 for 
tho nest fiscal year, the city council has 
the vault unsealed, the coffin taken out and 
the "deader" transferred to the huge pas-, 
sages below the pantheon, in the cata- 
cumbas. The cataoumbas comprise enor« 
mous underground passages that run el| 
the way around the pantheon.

His Enormous Prospective Earnings 


and His Mefhod of Training,

Jimmy Michael, the wonderful little 


bicycle racer, is now training faithfully 
at the Manhattan Beach track, near 
New York, for the match contests iu 
which he is to take part this season. No 
rider on the track works harder or more 
conscientiously than does this boy, for 
such he is in fact. Many a scorcher 
meeting him riding along the roads near 
Coney Island going to and from the 
track starts in to give him a brush, 
rf&t recognizing in the smooth faced lit- 
ue fellow the greatest distance rider of 
the decade. Michael enjoys fooling these 
fellows. He lets them keep in front of 
him for a spell and then, seemingly 
without effort, passes' the wondering 
wheelman as if he were sitting still. 


The midget is now engaged to ride 


nine races during July and August, one 
each Saturday, with a guarantee for 
each race of $2,500 from the American 
Cycle Racing association. These are in 
addition to the three races with Bald, 
which will yield at least $2,500 more to 
the little fellow. He has therefore tell 
contracts 
on .hand for two months, 


worth in the aggregate at least J25.000, 
and his exhibitions during that time 
will all be extra money toward paying 
the expenses of his pacemaking team, 
which they will easily cover. 


After his engagements with the Amer- 


ican Cycle Racing association have been 
fulfilled Michael will have two months 
at the most profitable season of the 
year, the months of September and Oc- 
tober, still before him. Should he win 
a majority of the contests and still be 
champion when September rolls around 
half as much again can be added to his 
earnings over and above what he gets 
in July and August. 
This $37,500 will 


make a very respectable sum for the 
little Welshman and his manager- as a 
result of four months' earnings of his 
legs. 


The men who are to tackle Michael 


during July and August have not all 
been selected, but Tom Linton and Ed- 
ouard Taylore, the Frenchman, are sure 
to be among them. Michael considers 
these two the most formidable men he 
will meet this year and says that if he 
can defeat them he has no fear of be- 
ing worsted by any of the other ,cracks. 


It is 'settled, however, that the first 


man to try his speed against Michael 
shall be MeDuffie, the Boston racing 


training has had effect on me and that 
I have rounded into condition. As soon 
as I start in on a race the excitement 
carries away every trace of staleness 
and fatigue. Sometimes when I have 
been fealing especially off color just 
previous to a match the excitement and 
the crowds have combined to take away 
the listlessness to such an extent nhat 
I have not experienced it again for over 
a week." 


Michael varies his exercise as much 


as possible and always does a good deal 
of ^walking when in training. He says 
that it is a splendid exercise and one of 


I the'best for a bicycle- racer to indulge in. 
This year he has taken to horseback 
riding on the Gravesend track and daily 
indulges in a gallop on one of the 
Messrs. Dwyers' animals. It gives him 
a variety in his work of preparation 
that is very valuable. 
, 


Referring to his ambition to become a 


jockey, Michael said that he had no in- 
tention of doing very much in that con- 
nection this season. In fact, he doesn't 
yet know whether he can ever master 
the are of horseback riding well enough 
to become a successful jockey. He said 
in answer to my query that he thought 
the work of a jockey was much easier 
than that of a. professional bicyclist. 
"You have to train down to weight in 
both cases," he said, "and in my pro- 
fession I have to push a wheel geared 
up to over 100 at a rate, for the dis- 
tance, never dreamed of by a horse, 
whereas the jockey once he has done 
the training part has but to ride the 
horse in the race and then, only for a 
short period of time in each race. He 
has to use judgment in riding, but so 
have I, and besides I have to keep my 
legs going at a high speed besides my 
other work." 


If Michael's own wishes in the mat- 


ter be allowed to influence, there is no 
doubt that after this season h« will give 
up the cycle track for the running turf. 
He thinks that there is more money to 
be made by a successful jockey than by 
a professional cyclist, however lucky 
he may be, and that is one of the most 
potent reasons that have influenced him 
to wish to become a jockey. The luck 
of Tod Sloane and some other well 
known riders has made him determined 
to try his fortune in that line. 


Last year, after paying the expenses 


of his team of 40 pacemakers and de- 


mentions the fact, however, for he is 
rather ashamed of the weakness. 


Michael thinks he will be able to ride 


a higher gear this year than he di-1 in 
1897 and has a wheel keyed up to 110. 
which he is using in his practice at 
Manhattan Beach. This new machine 
hns a '26 inch wheel in front and one of 
2S inches behind, the idea in this being 
thai it enables him to crouch lower be- 
hind the pacing teams, ride closer to 
them and derive greater benefit from 
the draft or suction they make. 


Michael has stipulated that none of 


his contests this year shall be more 
than 33 miles. The long races, he thinks, 
are very injurious, and he has decided 
not to engage in one again. The longest 
one in which he ever took part was a 
six hour contest at Paris. 


I asked Michael whether he considered 


American racing men the equal of for- 
eigners, and he replied that on the av- 
erage they were better, but that indi- 
vidually there were some foreigners 
better than any Americans. 
He said 


that he considers English amateur rid- 
ers faster than those of any other coun- 
try. 


Wood tracks are the best for racing 


purposes, says Michael, because they 
seem to have more elasticity than any 
other kind. One circumstance that gives 
him an advantage over many other 
riders, and especially over foreigners in 
this country, is that the high tempera- 
ture of our summers never seems to 
affect him in the slightest degree. His 
constitution is really remarkable. It is 
the increasing wonder of racing men 
and other followers of wheeling where 
this little 98 pound midget gets the 
stamina to do his marvelous work on 
the track.

It js the intention of the race 
committee of the Seawanhaka club, 
whenever the cup shall be won by an

All this will of course detract 
a great deal from the usual interest 
and excitement that attend the annual 
cruises and regattas .of the prominent 
yacht clubs. 


Small boat owners -and those who are 


interested in the doings of what is 
known among yachtsmen as the mos- 
quito fleet believe that all this will have 
a tendency to increase the popularity 
of that class of boats: Many yachts- 
men who have been in the habit of 
cruising and racing in large sloops and 
schooners are this year afraid to ven- 
ture in their vessels far from the shore 
and consequently will turn to the 20 and 
25 footers, which can be handled near 
the coast and in the numerous sounds 
and inlets of our vast seaboard. 


The leading organization to encour- 


age small boat sailing in the United 
States is the Seawanhaka Corinthian 
Yacht club of New York. This club has 
done much to foster Corinthian racing 
in the United States—that is, races in 
which the boats are neither sailed nor 
manned by professionals. 
Its member- 


ship comprises most of the well known 
amateur yachtsmen of the country. 


Nothing in' years has contributed so 


much to the awakening of interest in 
Coriflthian racing as the action of the 
Seawanhaka club in instituting what is 
officially known as the "Seawanhaka 
international challenge cup for small 
yachts." The matches for this trophy 
are limited to boats whose racing meas- 
urement does not exceed the maximum 
limit of the so called 25 foot class or fall 
below the minimum limit of the 15 foot 
class. 


For two years the Seawanhaka club 


retained the cup, but in 1896 the Cana- 
dians managed to carry it off. Last 
spring 11 little yachts were built to 
contend for the honor of trying to win 
back the coveted prize. The Canadians 
built eight boats from which to select a 
defender. Heavy weather was the rule 
during the trial races. The Momo and 
Alanka, designed by the Cranes of Bos- 
ton, proved the best in all work. The 
Momo was finally selected. The Cana- 
dian boat was the Glencairn II, de- 
signed by E. H. Duggan. 


The breaking of the tiller of the Cana- 


dian craft at the start of the first race 
caused her to stave a hole in her bow 
by colliding with the stakeboat. 
By 


reason of her taking in water she lost 
the race, but she won the others handi- 
ly, the, heavy weather encountered be- 
ing clearly in her favor. 


This year strenuous efforts are again 


being made to win back the cup. Trial 
races for the purpose of selecting the 
yacht to represent this country will be 
held on July 11, 12 and 13. Any organ- 
ized yacht club may send a representa- 
tive to compete in these trial events. 
The Cranes are building three boats, one 
for Henry C. Eno, one for the Crane 
family and the third for a syndicate 
composed of members of the Seawanha- 
ka club. Several western organizations 
are also building, and as some of the 
Minnesota lakes have had very fast 


is designing a boat. Commodore James 
Ross and Sir Donald A. Smith have also 
placed orders for little yachts to com- 
pete in the trial races on Lake St. Louis, 
on which piece of water the races are to 
be again held. 


The first two years the races were 


with 15 foot boats, but in the third 
match the Canadians' stipulated for a 
20 footer, and agayi last year the boats 
used were of that length. Should the 
Americans succeed in winning the races 
this season it is probable that next sea- 
son the extreme-limit allowed, 25 feet, 
will be used. In the shallow Canadian 
waters a boat longer than 20 feet is lia- 
ble to ground when her centerboard is 
down.

club recognize that one reason of their 
failure last year was the fact that the 
Momo was built too rigidly, whereas 
the Canadian racer was put together 
lightly, even to the point of danger. 
The 'consequence was that while the 
American boat could only carry 100 or 
150 pounds of lead in her keel as bal- 
last the Canadian craft was enabled to

The least error in the set of a sail will

Some of the regulations governing the 


Seawanhaka cup contest are interest- 
ing. For instance, the helmsmen and 
crew, which is limited to four, shall be 
amateurs. Shifting ballast is not al- 
lowed. No outrigger or other mechan- 
ical device for carrying live ballast 
outboard is permissible. Sails are lim- 
ited to mainsail, jibs and spinnaker. 
The formula for determining the racing 
length under the Seawanhaka Corin- 
thian Yacht club rules is as follows: 
Add to the load water line length the 
square root of the sail area and divide 
the sum by 2. 


The races this year for the^cup will 


be held on Aug. 13, 15, 16 and two fol- 
lowing days if necessary.

turn called the Regency, a name whicl 
suggests the approximate date; tin 
West London, the Queen's, in compli 
ment to Queen Adelaide; the Fitzroy 
the Queen's again and finally settle* 
down as the Prince of Wales, a titli 
which now belongs to another theater. 


As may be imagined from all thesi 


changes, the reputation of the housi 
had never been distinguished 
befon 


1865. It was situated in a neighborhooi 
which was rapidly becoming more ant 
more unsuitable to theatrical enter 
prise. It had always been mean ans 
dirty— according to Mr. Planche, it wai 
"about as dark and dingy a den as evei 
sheltered the children of Thespis"- 
and before it was lifted into half a gen. 
eration of splendor by Tom Robertson'i 
genius and Miss Wilton's vivacity i' 
was familiarly called the "Dusthole.1 
Yet even in the early days of the centu.

England, and Brunton, Thomas Dibdin 
the Mayhews and Mrs. Nisbett had beei 
among its managers.

AN IMPRESSIVE CELEBRATION, 


War Adds Inspiration to Memorial Day 


Observance. 


Memorial day was observed in this city 


and in the surrounding towns with unus- 
ual impressiveness Monday. 
Reverence 


for the memory of those who gave their 
lives for the nation's honor a generation 
•go was supplemented by thoughts of the 
present struggle, when the young men of 
the country are again responding to the 
call for volunteers to a service of personal 
sacrifice. 
This double thought was in 


every mind as the graves of the heroes of 
•61 were decked with flowers, and in- 
spired every address and every song with 
new meaning. 


The day was favored with weather 


which was all that could bo desired for 
inch an observance. 
The rain of the 


week before gave place to alternate sun 
and clouds, with a wind that kept away 
the beat but was cot enough, to make the 
open air unpleasantly cool. It allowed 
the program for the day to be carried out 
exactly as planned, and added much to 
the pleasure of the day as a holiday as 
well as a Memorial day. 


Memorial observances in 
this oity 


began Sunday evening with the preach- 
ing of the annual memorial sermon by 
ROT. J. H. Spencer. The members of the 
Grand Army, the Woman's Belie"corps 
and the Sons of Veterans, attended the 
service at the Baptist church by organ- 
izations and listened to a sermon which 
was most appropriate to the present and 
past wars. The music was -patriotic in 
character. Appropriate music and ser- 
mons were also given In other churches. 


Monday's exercises began 
with 
the 


gathering of the various organizations at 
Soldiers' monument. 
The members of 


the Grand Army met in their hall on 
Holden street at 8.30 and soon after 
marched to Monument square, where the 
other organizations were assembling. 
There was a better representation of 
other societies and children than in for- 
mer years, and with the many spectators 
the square was filled. 


The line of march was formed 
on 


Church street with the right on Main, 
and was as follows: Chief Kendall and 
police, Mayor Cady and city officials, 
members of city council, Clapp's band, 
Marshal Darby and Chief of Staff P. J. 
Lyon, Sons of Veterans, Grand Army with 
infirm members in carriage, Speaker of 
the Day, A. E. Hall, members of Woman's 
Belief corpa in carnages, float with 
flowers, ministers, drum corps, firemen, 
Div. 4, A. O. H., boys' brigade, school 
children, Columbia band, Italian Mutual 
Aid society, Richmond 
artillery with

A. J. Hamil- 
ton at soldiers mound, the graves of the 
soldiers were decorated by the school 
children.

Ho spoka of tho cause which called tho 


veterans to the front over 30 years ago, 
It was the cause of freedom and not the 
lust of gold or glory. It was tbe cause ol 
freedom which gave the colonies victory 
under Washington and which had always 
brought victory to our arms down to the 
time of and including the war of the re- 
bellion. The speaker said thla was the 
most memorable Memorial day since the 
war. The South and the North stand to- 
gether today without one dissenting voice. 
The trouble witu Spain has proved that the 
South has placed behind it all hostility to 
the North and we stand as a completely 
reunited people. Two types of cizilization 
ars represeoted in the present war. The 
victory of Dewey at Manila was not a 
mere victory of shot and shell; it was a 
victory of 19th century ideas ovsr the 
barbarons ideas of the middle ages. The 
speaker closed by reminding the veterans 
that their work is not yet done. Peace 
brings its duties as well as war, and it is 
lor them to stand as a bulwark of the 
nation and help in the attainment of just 
laws and the expulsion of demagogism 
from our political life.
